The greatest worry at Leuaa in December was what to produce to meet 
the October 1946 deficit of 2*2 million marks* This was the concern 
of Dr« Eckert* chief of production planning; Eckelmann, his 
•assistant; and Dr* Augaten* production head* Following the die- 
deportations* decreased production, and the lack of raw 
^materials, this added to a generally depressed situation* 


BBSBB reports that* according to statements 
made by employees of both Leuna and the Provincial Administration of 
Saxony* the ’Leuna «Werk was transferred out of Its Soviet AG status 
on B November 1946 and turned over to the Provincial Adinlni strati on*
